Affirms Franklin 
Circuit Court Judgment Which 
Held Legislature Han No Author. 
Iij to Name Commission. 

Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 16.— The Sim- 
mons road department reorganization 
bill passed by the 1922 Oeneral Assem- 
bly waa declared unconstitutional by 
the Court of Appeals Friday. 

The higher court affirmed the Judg- 
ment of the Franklin circuit court 

The lower court declared the law 
unconstitutional on Uie grounds that 
the Legislature did not have the au- 
thority to name the members of the 
proposed highway commission, as this 
waa an executive function. 

All the Judges of the Court of Ap- 
peals concurred In the opinion, which 
waa written by Judge Cus Thomas, 
with tho exception or Judge Kogors 
Clay, who dissented. 

The road bill was held unconstitu- 
tional on the same issue docidod In 
the Franklin circuit court. Judge 
Thomas held that the Legislature did 
not have the right to name Uie com- 
mission. 

"To adopt the latltudlnous con- 
struction thai the Legislature may do 
anything expressly or Impliedly pro- 
hibited by the constitution would, to 
our minds, at once deatroy tho separa- 
tion or the powers of government Into 
three great departments." Uie opinion

OUTLAW GANG 
LEADER AND 
OFFICER DEAD 

Ballard Gang Is Captured In Mnnlfee 
Mountains But Another ProhJbl- 
% Hon Officer Is Rilled Making 
Death of Three. 

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 16. — A week of 
skirmishes between moonshiners and 
Federal prohibition agents In the hills 
of Menifee county, which resulted In 
the killing of three agents and one 
moonshiner and the wounding or an- 
other outlaw, was ended tonight. 

A posse or 20 agents was returning 
rrom the hill country tonight with 
five prisoners. 

Robert Ballard, reputed leader of 
the outlaws, was shot to death this 
morning. Guy Cole, the third Govern- 
ment man killed, foil In today's battle. 

Charles Ballard, brother of the 
slain leader, was wounded, but 
caped. 

Members of the outlaw band cap- 
tured by the posse were: Jeff Ballard 
father, and Albert Ballard, brother of 
the slain leader; William Feguson, 
Joseph Clem and Elwood Rtffee. 

The smashing or the "Ballard gang 
by Federal men rollawed a week of 
hill-country campaigning, marked by 
three spectacular gun battles. 

The drawn-out battle was Inaugur 
ated last Saturday, when R. E. Duff, 
agent, was shot to death while leading 
a party of raiders against a cave used 
by the outlaws as a still site. 

The following day a largo posse of 
Federal agents and deputy sheriffs 
went into the hills, but returned after 
David Treadway, deputized by Federal 
authorities, was slain by hidden rifle- 
men. 

The large posse was disbanded fol 
lowing Treadway's death and Federal 
operatives adopted "under-cover" 
method! to locate their men. 

This morning a picked force of 20 
agents moved upon a cabin where the 
liallards had taken up headquarters 
The ensuing fight at the cabin was the 
la3t stand of the outlaws.

HITCHCOCK WANTED US IN THIS COMPANY 



Is the Senator rllitchcock who just made the startling expose 
of the horrors of French rule in the Rhineland the same Senator 
Hitchcock who wept tears for bleeding France as he pleaded for our 
entry into the league of nations and supported the tripartite alliance f 
Or is this a Senator Hitchcock chastened back to sanity by' the defeat 
in November? 

The disclosures made by Senator Ilitchcok concerning the 
viciousness of the Moroccan, Algerian, and Tunisian troops quartered 
by the French government in the Rhine towns of Germany are sick- 
ening in their nature. They comprise the high lights in Hitchcock's 
retor to Clemenceau. who had pricked the skin of the Nebraska Sena- 
tor with his statement that Hitchcock "is in the Senate, owing to the 
vote, for only a few more days. ? ' Hitchcock presented to the Senate 
exhaustive testimony concerning the assaults perpretrated on German 
women by those colored troops. He quoted figures of very recent 
date showing that 23,000 of thees troops were maintained by the 
French Government in Germany, in answer to Clemenceau 'i assur- 
ances that "there was not a single black soldier in German territory." 
He went farther and* gave the town, street and number, of brothels 
maintained for the use of these troops on the demand of French mili- 
tary and administrative authorities, the date of their establishment, 
and the cost of building and expenses incurred. "White women are 
taken and put into these houses for the use of these half-civilized 
blacks," declared Mr. Hitchcock. "The cost had to be paid by the 
German Governinen, or by the localities when the German Govern- 
ment so required. The people of Germany have been taxed to main- 
tain those institutions in those towns and to keep white women in 
them.' The Senator expressed his conviction that "the German 
authorities were glad to have them established, in a feeble attempt to 
protect their women." 1 

• Hitchcock makes a fierce assault on French reputation in what 
seems to be t splenetic answer to the maladroit propaganda which M. 
Clemenceau has been carrying on and which has resulted in infinite 
embarrassment to the French Government. But the paradox of 
Hitchcockian attitude is to be found in the fact that just a few 
months ago the Nebraska Senator was the color-bearer for the league 
d£ nations and the woes and perils of France were part of his stock 
"ln^trade in urging our entry into that organization. 

Article 23 of the league covenant (paragraph c) "entrusts the 
league with general supervision over the execution of agreement?: 
with regard to the traffic in women and children." On the face of the 
evidence presented by Senator Hitchcock not an individual nor 
ring, nor a cadet system, but a great government, a member of the 
league of nations, has compelled a vanquished nation to furnish 
buildings and bodies for the most iniquitous traffic known to civiliza 
tion. And yet Mr. Hitchcock would have had the United States enter 
into a co-partnership with a nation engaged in this thing! 

It is to be hoped that the testimony to which Mr. Hitchcok gave 

credence by publication may find adequate rebuttal. It is difficult 

to believe these charges against a sister nation. If they are mibstanti 

ated, the government responsible is beyind the pale, and until it has 

purged itself it is unworthy of association with those nations which 

stand for decency. These are harsh words, but who will refute them, 

if the facts are as alleged? But what of Senator Hitchcock and his 

league of nations obsession?

FAIR" FOB OTHER NATIONS 

The so-called "Fair Tariff League," which is opposed to a pro- 
tective tariff, boasts that it started the recent campaign by directly 
equipping 375 spellbinders with data for use in attacking protection 
candidates throughout the country. No we understand in some meas- 
ure how so many men favored by foreign industrial interests managed 
to get elected on a showing of relatively small campaign expenses.

Jesus' answer to Martha s appeal Hint 
ho bid Mary leave bis side and help 
her with tho housework has been vari- 
ously interpreted as a rebuke to .Mar- 
tha for her cxngeratod attention to tin 
la-<s important Interests of life, or us 
an impartial adjudication of two typei 
of service equally accepted to the 
1 Master. Whichever interpretation be 
I accepted, Jesus appears In the affair 
'as a friend among His friend!. It In- 
dicates the broad rnnge of Ills rirclo 
of friendship and the possibilities of 
friendly ministry to Him.
